sale shall desire to be relieved of the same, he is hereby authorized to 
turn them over to the Superintendent of Documents, who shall receive 
and sell them under the provisions of this section.” 

In accordance with the foregoing provisions, prices are fixed on the 
documents named in the Catalogue. Except as otherwise stated in the 
body of the Catalogue, these computed prices call for paper or cloth 
covers, and a corresponding increase will be made for books bound in 
leather or half leather. 

Remittances should be made by postal money order. Individual checks 
or postage stamps can not be received in payment for books. 

For documents not priced in this Catalogue, it is better to apply to the 
Bureau issuing them than to the Superintendent of Documents.
